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It is good economy to keep on hand cleansers and polishes of different 
kind 
for u><* on different surfaces. The cost of cleansers is relatively 
small, but the utensils, silverw are, and other things on which they are 
used are im p ortan t item s in the budget. By using the rig h t kind of cleanser 
you will not only keep your things clean and new looking, but you may 
prev ent excessive w ear or dam age th at the w rong type of cleanser m ight 
cause. 


W hen you buy a cleanser think of th e surface on which you will use 
it. This is the best w ay to get a product of th at type th a t will do a satis­ 
factory job. T here is no one cleanser or polish th a t will safely and satis­ 
factorily clean all surfaces. 


Scouring cleansers of the powder, paste, or cake 
type should be used for rem oving “ b ath tu b rin g ”, 
burned-on food spots on alum inum , iron, steel or glass 
cooking w are, and o th er surface sm udges on steel, tile, 
porcelain enamel, china and sim ilar surfaces which do 
not yield to ordinary soap and w ater trea tm en t. Some 
scouring cleansers are also recom mended fo r use on 
painted surfaces. B ut it should be rem em bered th a t 
all scouring m aterials have an abrasive action, similar 
to th a t of sandpaper, and will w ear aw ay some of the 
paint a fte r continued use. P ain ts vary considerably in 
their resistance to rubbing, and it is best to use scour­ 
ing m aterials sparing ly on painted surfaces. 


Polishes for silver and other m etals usually come 
in paste or liquid form . These contain some abrasive 
m aterial, but it is exceedingly fine and particularly 
ailed to highly polished soft metals. You need have no fe ar of m arrin g 
he high polish of y ou r silver, or of causing undue wear. It would probably 
ake a generation of daily rubbing to show any appreciable w earin g away, 
von with plated w are, if it was good plated w are to begin with. 


Burned-on food, tarnish and other very stubborn spots and stains on 
iluniinuni, iron, steel, or glass cooking ware, may need m etal scourers 
ueh as steel wool, or copper and bronze cleaners. W hen using these, wash 
•he utensil carefully a fterw ard , to rem ove any particles of the cleaner 
ivhich m ight rem ain on the surface. 


Special types of cleaners can now be had for cleaning glass quickly, 
with little rubbing, and w ithout the use of soap and w ater. One type of 
glass cleaner conics in tran sp aren t, slightly tinted liquid form . This liquid 
is applied w ith a soft cloth, or sprayed on the glass. A fter applying and 
while the liquid is still wet, the glass is wiped and polished with a clean 
cloth. A no ther typ e is a liquid which leaves a fine coating of powder on 
the glass a fte r it dries. It is applied w ith a soft cloth and allowed to dry, 
after which the tine powder is wiped off and the glass polished with a 
d ean , dry cloth. 


W aste pipe cleaners are m ade of sodium hydroxide, a caustic product, 
although one type also contains fine particles of alum inum . T hese cleaners 
g en erate heat when they dissolve in w ater. The heat th a t is generated 
causes fa ts and g reases to melt. The agitation or bubbling action which 
goes on a t the sam e tim e helps to loosen * bstructions in the pipe. Clogging 
at points which these cleaners cannot reach will require the services of a 
plum ber. W hen u sin g cleaners of these types, follow closely m anufac­ 
tu r e r s ’ directions and precautions. 


S tains and streak s on toilet bowls can be lessened, or removed in 
many cases, by using a special cleaner of the type made for cleaning toilet 
bowls. M a nu fa cturers' directions a n d cautions should be carefully read 
and closely followed. T hese cleaners are not for use in drain pipes and 
trap s of sinks, or tubs, or for use on porcelain-enamel surfaces, as they 
arc too stro n g and will do injury. V itreous enamel, which is used for 
toilet bowls, is a much h arder m a te ria l th an porcelain enam el.

Fo r e x am p le: one 
kind of green vegetable may be c h e a p ­ 
er than a n o th e r and still be equally 
good.
